‘© Who is there in this city, filled as it is with charitable 
institutions of every kind, who, having been connected with 
these institutions and exerted himself in gathering funds for 
their support, ever found this good citizen backward in 
responding to the call that urges men to succour and lift up 
their needy and fallen fellows? How many poor but respect- 
able families, whom the changes of fortune had suddenly 
brought down from a position of comfort and independence, 
have received from him a helping hand—and, what is equally 
good, the wise and cheering brotherly counsel that stayed their 
downward progress and saved them from the overwhelming 
Nor was it to Cork alone that his 
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benevolence was confined ; it was known throughout the whole 
of this extensive province, and whenever a charitable work #4s 
to be promoted, a valuable institution founded, or pré&«ing 
destitution to be relieved in any quarter, there Weété noné whi 
did not know that from Thomas Lyons was théir appeal stire 
of meeting a prompt and liberal response.

Génue, amiable, loving, and 
fatherly, he wi luoked up to by a wide and numerous con- 
nection with lové atid vetiération; and his counsel, his example, 
and his guidance, Wére their best surety and support in their 
converse with the wotld, The head, too, of a large commercial 
establishment, chiefly enriched by his industry, energy, per- 
severance, and skill, no employer was ever more loved by 
those who laboured under his control; and in his business 
dealings with others he was not more trusted for his ability 
and wealth, than for that pure and scrupulous integrity that 
characterized his every act. 

Of the part which Thomas Lyons took in the political 
affairs of this country it is unnecessary to say a word. But 
we may note, as a remarkable proof of the gentle, brotherly 
nature of the man, and the esteem he won from those of every 
party, that, though taking a prominent position in the pulitics 
of his native city at a time when the contest of parties was 
high and furious, ar.d working in that position with the un- 
flinching steadiness of a true lover of his country, he never for 
a moment forfeited that confidence which he had originally 
enjoyed, 

This, then, was the man to whom a whole city, repre- 
sented by its wealth, its magisterial dignity, its intelligence, 
respectability, and commercial energy, united to pay the 
last tokens of esteem and regret. Long will his memory 
live in the hearts of thousands, and many an unseen vicissi-

energetic industry, and warm love of country and kind, that 
characterized the carrer of Thomas Lyons.

time was known to hold strong political opinions, and to be one of 
the late Daniel O’Connell’s warmest supporters, Immediately 
after the passing of the Cot porate Reform Act he was chosen the 
first mayor under the new régime, and had a public chairing from 
the citizens to mark his etitratce into office. During his year of 
honour he not alone spent the income of the mayoralty, but also a 
large sum along with it, in keeping up that hospitality for which 
Cork has ever been 80 famons. Since then he has been more than 
once solicited to allow himself to be put in nomination, but has 
refused, Upon going out of office he received the commission of 
the peace, and has ever since saton the bencli, where his decisions 
were received with the profoundest respect. 

“ Mr. Lyons, having lived and died a bachelor, leaves no children 
of his own to inherit his wealth (lessened, without a murmur, during 
the last three or four famine years by no less than £10,000 of bad 
debts), so that the greater portion of it will pass into the hands of 
his brother and partner in business, Francis Lyons, E<q., M D., 
and the rest is to be divided amongst his relations and the charities 
of the city which he so long watched over,”’

formally to the Queen that, if she did not exercise her royal pre- 
rogative by the dismissal of the Ministry, he should feel himself 
obliged to retire to Aranjuez, in which case he would not even 
return to Madrid on the occasion of her Majesty’s accouchement ;

ear to this, and insisted on the Immediate dismissal of tne Ministers.

BIRTH OF A PRINCE. 


On Wednesday morning, May 1, at twenty minutes past eight 
o’clock, the Queen was happily delivered of ‘a Prince ; his Royal 
Highness Prince Albert, several lords of her Majesty’s Most 
Honourable Privy Council, and the ladies of her Majesty’s bed- 
chamber being present. 

This great and important news was made known to the town by 
the firing of the Park and Tower guns; and the Privy Council 
being assembled as soon as possible thereupon, at the Council 
Chamber, Whitehall, it was ordered that a form of thanksgiving 
for the Queen’s safe delivery be prepared by his Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, to be used in all churches and chapels 
throughout England and Wales, and the town of Berwick-upon- 
‘Tweed, on Sunday, the 5th of May, or the Sunday after the tespec- 
tive ministers shall receive the same. 

Her Majesty and the infant Prince are, God be praised, both 
doing well, ‘

: Buckingham Palace, May 1, 18650. 

In the room with her Majesty were his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert, Dr. Locock, and Mrs. Lilly, the monthly nurse; and in the 
rooms adjoining were the other medical attendants, Sir James 
Clark and Dr. Ferguson, and the ministers and officers of state 
stimmoned on the occasion. 

The Privy Councillors present were the Most Rev. Dr. Sumner 
Archbishop of Canterbury; the Right Rev. Dr. Blomfield, Bishop 
of London; the Duke of Wellington, Commander-in.Chicf; Lord 
Jolin Russell, First Lord of the Treasury ; Sir George Grey, Secre- 
tary of State for the Home Department; the Marquis of Breadal- 
bane, Lord Chamberlain; and the Duke of Nortolk, Master of 
the Horse. 

Shortly before nine o’clock in the morning her Royal High. 
ness the Duchess of Kent arrived at the Palace.

In the House oF Lorps, on Monday, the bills on the table were fore 
warded a stage without discussion, and, after the presentation of petitions 
their lordships adjourned. : 

On Tuesday the Marquis of Westmeath moved for copies of all communis 
cations made in and since the month of February, 1849, to the Board of 
Works in Ireland, or to the Irish Government. On the motion of Earl Grey 
the Pirates’ Head-money Bill was reported. 

BIRTH OF A PRINCE.—ADDRESS TO HER Masesty,—On Thursday the 
Marquis of Lansdowne rose and said: My lords, I have to propose before we 
proceed to the consideration of any other subject a motion to which | am 
sure that your lordships will willingly yield precedence. (Hear, hear.) It 
is in allusion to an event which occurred yesterday morning. (Hear, bear.) 
I am sure that your lordships will feel that it is subject of congratulation to 
your lordships, in common with all classes of the community in this country, 
that her Majesty should have given birth to a prince. (Hear, bear.) All 
classes of the country, I am sure, join with your lordships in congratulating 
her Majesty upon this increase to her doniestic happiness, aud 1 will not, 
therefore, detain your lordships longer, but will propose that a humble 
address be presented to her Majesty upon the birth of a prince, (Cheers.) 
The Duke of Richmond said: In my own name, and in the uame of those 
noble lords who sit on this side of the House, I beg to express our hearty 
concurrence in the expressions of grateful congratulation to her Majesty, 
and I second the motion. . 

In the Housk or Commons, on Monday, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer moved for leave to bring in a bill to amend the law relating to 
savings banks. ‘The right hon. gentieman traced the history of savings 
banks from their formation, about furty years ago, by a few benevolent indi- 
viduals, to the present time, when the sums accumulated in them amounted 
to £28,000,000. After remarking on the fact that the benevolent impulses 
that had set these institutions in action had proved insufficient to regulate 
and contro) them in their full development, Sir C. Wood proceeded to 
review the acts that had passed from 1817 to 1844 for their regulation, and 
to deseribe the nature atid provisions of the measure he had prepared. His 
bill, he said, was entirely prospective; and, as it was his intention to move 
for the reappointment of the committee of last year, he requested hon, 
members to postpone discussing past transactions and the recent defaica« 
tious, and to confine their attention to future legislation, Sir George Grey 
moved the second reading of the Ecclesiastical Commission Bill, the prin« 
ciple and provisions of which he shortly explained. Read accordingly. 

On Tuesday Lord J. Russell, in reply to an inquiry by Mr. Wood, stated 
that it was his intention to introduce a measue during the present session 
wih reference to the oaths now administered to members on taking their 
seats. After Sir C, Burrell had made a few remarks, and Mr. Henley had 
replied, respecting the diminution of public salaries, the House divided, 
when Mr. Henley’s motion was negatived by 269 against 173. 

On Wednesday Sir George Grey annourced the important fact that another 
PRINCE had been born that morning, and moved an address to her Majesty 
congratulating her Majesty on the auspicious event, and assuring her that 
her faithful Commons felt the highest gratification at every addition to her 
domestic happiness. ‘The motion was seconded by Sir R. Inglis and the 
address was unanimously agreed to. The Kcclesiastical Commission Bil! 
amended, and with some new clauses, passed through committee, ‘ 

On Thursday Lord Robert Grosvenor presented a petition from the soli« 
citors of Carlisle, praying fora remission of the attorneys’ centificate duty:

He returned to the house, and found every room 
had been entered; cupboards, drawers, bureaux, and his iron safe, 
had all been forced open, and what was portable and valuable 
carried off; his deeds and bank receipts were torn and strewed 
about, and, exclaiming in a vehement manner, the witness said he 
was satisfied his housckeeper was murdered. He discovered, also 
that the deceased’s boxes had been ransacked, and a small box in 
which she kept about £2 for household expenses. About three 
months since an attempt was made to break into the house, but he 
succeeded in dispering the thieves, The witness was proceeding 
to state other facts relative to his property and supposed losses, °* 
when Mr. Bicknell, the superintendent of the V division, suggested 
that, if such evidence was proceeded with, the robbery having only 
taken place the previous day, it would have the effect of thwarting 
any effurts the police might make to discovcr the perpetrators, and,

OVERLAND ROUTE TO OREGON, TEXAS, AND 
CALIFORNIA, 

In our last publication we gave a short notice of this interesting 
exhibition, and a sketch of the life of Colonel Frémont, the 
scientific explorer of these vast and hitherto-unknown regions. We 
shall now follow him on his journey, and consider ourselves, for 
the time being, his travelling companions, 
to start from the frontier of the Missouri, about fourteen miles 
west of Independence. In the painting Colonel Frémont can be 
Heol recognised by his military dress in the act of bidding adieu to 
M. Chouteau, an eminent merchant of St. Louis, who accompanied 
the colonel some fourteen miles on his route until he met an 
Indian, whom he had engaged to conduct the party the first thirty 
or forty miles, Upon arriving at this point the guide was to con- 
sign Colonel Frémont and party to the ocean 
of prairie which stretches almost uninterrupt- 
edly to the base of the Rocky Mountains—the 
party being supplied with all necessary pro- 
Visions for so long and tedious a journey, viz.. 
waggons, pack-horses, oxen, &c. After various 
intereating scenes—the bell-crowned rocks and 
curious projecting bluffs—we come to the 
junction of the Platte with the Missouri River ; 
two very spirited scenes are here given of 
wolves hunting in company, and their chasing 
the wild horses of the country. After a variety 
of characteristic scenes illustrative of Indian 
and emigrant life, we have a very curious pic- 
ture of the Desolate Valley, on the Kansas 
River—Goshen’s-hole having the appearance 
of an ancient city in ruins; Chimney Rock, 
200 feet high, a prominent landmark’ on the 
north fork of the Platte, &c. &c, 

We arrive at Fort Saramic, a distance of 
921 miles from St. Louis, on the left bank 
of the Laronne River. This is one of the 
stations of the American Fur Company, It 
is a quadrangular structure, built of un- 
burnt bricks, after the Mexican fashion. 
Proceeding on our journey we pass the Black 
Hills, estimated to be 6500 feet above the 
level of the sea, The geological formation 
of the country changes as we pass to the west- 
ward of the fort. 

The Indians, whose chief mode of living is 
by hunting, will often follow for hours to 
descry the halt of a herd of buffaloes for the 
night; then, springing among them by sur- 
prise, will capture hundreds by the expert use 
of the arrow and lance. We have next the 
Indian manner of telegraphing the approach 
of an enemy by their watch fires, and also an

THE LAMB AND FLAG RAGGED SCHOOLS, 
CLERKENWELL. 
GREAT MEETING. 

There are but too many persons in a lower sphere 
who are disposed to underrate the personal sacrifices and 
self-control of those who give up time and all the appur- 
tenances of luxurious comfort to promote the moral and 
physical welfare of the destitute classes; yet greatly is it 
to their honour—nay, they win for themselves an immortal 
name in the records of philanthropy—who, like Lord 
Ashley and his compeers, devote their energies to this 
task. Nor let us forget those of the Gentler Sex of rank 
and influence who, with the ardent generosity native to 
them, have thrown themselves into the good work with, 
at least, an equal resolution to raise their poorer fellow- 
creatures in the social scale. The advantage of this 
great movement, in combination with the magnificent 
emigration schemes of Mr, Sidney Herbert and Mrs. 
Chisholm, it is difficult to estimate, for the manifold 
blessings attending them can only, in their fulness, be a 
work of time; but the coming result is sufficiently pal- 
pable in its general bearings to all, And now let us look 
alittle with a practical English eye to facts and figures. 

Many centuries ago a band of early Christians from 

ome arrived near the metropolis of Pagan Britain, and 
planted their standard at Cler enwell-green, Situated in 
the midst of a fair and fertile country, rich in soil and 
undulating in scenery, their chosen resting-place, in its 
green and peaceful repose, was worthy of their cause and 
calling. Time passed on, and a little hostelry arose on 
the spot, preserving in its sign—the ‘* Lamband Flag "— 
the remembrance of the sacred mission. A much longer 
rod has passed since then, and everything is changed.

It was through the unaided exertions of an individual 
that an attempt was first made, about nine years since, 
to improve the condition of the neighbourhood. Mr. 
Humphreys, the then city missionary of the district, first 
turned his attention to that portion of the population who 
are at once the fruits of present and the root of future 
evil. He lent his aid to the children as being most to be 
pitied and most to be feared. 

At his own risk and expense this gentleman opened a 
ragged school—then a novel and almost unknown institu- 
tion, Ina small dirty room, in dimensions about six feet 
by seven, he would collect together on the Sunday some 
twenty or thirty of the poor, half-naked, half-starved, 
children who came across his path; and here, assisted by 
& few young men who lent their voluntary exertions, he 
laid the foundation of the present institution. After two 
years the attention of the district visitors of the parish was 
attracted to these proceedings; and the consequence was, 

the raising of a subscription, and the taking of the 
present premises, which are in the heart of the worst part 
of the neighbourhood, in Lamb and Flag-court, a little to 
the left of the Seasions-house. 

The school-house had long been known as “The

the chair, who observed that he could not but allude to 
the auspicious event of that day in the birth of a prince,

jledgment to the teachers for the great moral and 
intellectual improvement that had been effected in her 
children by the discipline of the school. She observed 
that she could not punish her children more than by keep- 
ing them away from the school. The right reverend pre- 
late stated that the most encouraging reports were given 
of the progress of the schools, which was an answer to 
the charges that had been made against these institutions. 
His lordship concluded by observing that the parents were 
indebted to the teachers for the improvement of their 
children. The secretary read the report, which, after 
referring to the lamented death of the Rev. Dr. Stanley, 
the late Bishop of Norwich, stated that he was one of the 
most valued supporters of the institution, and at all 
times entered into the success of these schools, After 
alluding to the great benefit derived by the children at- 
tending the ragged schools, the report observed that there 
were many thousands in London who were unable to re- 
ceive education, from the inadequate funds placed at the 
disposal of those in existence. Since the last report the 
infant school had been well attended. ‘There were daily 
in attendance nearly 70 infants from three years of age, and 
it was a rare thing to see a child come in dirty. On the 
books of the day school there were during the year 193 
boys and 178 girls—the average daily attendance being 
148; of these, 181 can read well, and the remainder a 
little. The boys excel in writing, and the girls in reading ; 
and upwards of 120 garments have been made. The ce 
tendance at the infant school was 70 daily, and if the 
room were about three times its size it would be filled 
The Sunday-school attendance was 121 boys, 186 girls, 
and the average attendance is 146. At the evening Phoct 
there were 7) boys and 77 girls, the average attendance 
being 81. In the course of the previous year there we 
888 pupils attended the schools. Theav Ne 
‘ ¢ average attendance 
was 440, being an increase of 150 upon the last return, The 
subscriptions barely exceed £90, while the expenditure 
reaches £200. The deficiency was made up by casual con- 
tributions. Thanks were acknowledged to the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, to the teachers, &c,, and to the 
ress which had given a favourable notice of the schools. 
he report also notices a letter that had been received from 
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a young man who was sent by the committee of these schools to 
Adelaide, and who spoke in flattering terms of his prospects. ‘The 
Rev. Mr. Wild moved and the Rev. Mr. Faulkner seconded the 
adoption of the report, which was agreed to. Mr. J. Payne moved 
a resolution to the effect that ragged schools had more than 
realized the expectations of their promoters, and that they would 
be real blessings to the poor. The resolution was adopted, and 
other resolutions were agreed to in support ofthe objects. Several 
contributions were received, and thanks were voted to bis lordship. 

We extract the following observations from the report:— 

“Tt is generally known that under the care of the Ragged School 
Union 140 lads and girls were sent out to several of our coloni:l 
settlements. And what was the result r They all obtained em- 
ployment at good wages within three days after anding. 

‘It is found, from the Criminal Tables of Mr. Redgraye, of the 
Home-office, that, while youths of from fifteen Lo twenty-five years 
of age constitute only one-tenth of our whole population, they 
actually commit one-fourth of all the crime of the whole country. 
It cannot be denied that nearly every child who enters the walls of 
a prison goes in with the mind steeped in ignorance and vice, and 
with as little knowledge of the fundamental principles of Chris- 
tianity as one might expect to find in the breast of an untutored 
savage. Yet do not these poor creatures demand our sympathy? 
If it were possible to trace the career of these early victims of vice 
and misfortune, should we not behold a class which has been most 
powerfully described by a distinguished clergyman, to whom this 
institution is under great obligation, as one ‘ born in beggary,’ 
‘cradled in misery,’ ‘nourished in crime’? 

* Our beloved Prince Consort has recently in such powerful 
terms pointed out the duty of the educated portion of the present 
generation, that your committee feel they cannot serve the cause of 
the institution better than by quoting his Royal Highness’sown 
words :—‘ I conceive (sayg the Prince) it to be the duty of every 
educated person closely to watch and study the times in which he 
lives, and, as far as in him lies, to add his humble mite of individual 
exertion to further the accomplishment of what he believes Pro- 
vidence has ordained. Nobody, however, who has paid any attention 
to the particular features af our present era will doubt for a 
moment that we are living at a period of most wonderful transition 
which tends rapidly to accomplish that great end—to which indee 
all pietary points—the realization of the unity of manking,!?!

Lord Ashley, Mi: Pe, presided, and, in the course 
of an elaborate opening address, took occasion to eombat the 
attacks which have recently gained currency against this clags 
schools as a reformatory institution. He contended that not one 
fact had been substantiated against them, but that they had been 
tried by a merciless standard of perfection. Their antagonists had 
claimed for them, in fact, a thousand times more than their origin- 
ators had ever pretended. They had claimed perfection, a faultless 
issue, whereas he had always contended that if they saved ten out 
a hundred they ought to rejoice that they had been called to such a 
work, (Cheers.) When they considered the wild and lawless race 
with whom they had to contend, and the social and moral evils that 
beset their path, contrasted with the means at their disposal 
to compete with those gigantic evils, they ought to review 
the past, and, instead of being downcast, to thank God, and 
take courage. (Cheers.)—Mr, Ware, the secretary, then read 
the report, which was generally of a cheering character. Since 
the Ist of May last year 320 children had been received into 
the school; of these 8 had left for Roman Catholic schools 
24 for superior Protestant schools, 10 for situations, 32 for 
dormitories or other places of refuge, 8 had emigrated, and 9 
; died. In connection with the ragged school, what was termed 
a '* cadgers’ school’’ had also been established with the most satis- 
factory results. A communication had been received from one of 
the lads who had emigrated, and was now profitably employed in 
one of the colonies. The remainder of the report was made up of 
invaresting narratives of the careers of some of the children who 
had attended the school, and exhibited some pleasing illustrations 
of the improvement which had been effected in their rugged 
natures. The receipts during the year had amounted to 
£453, 138. 74d., and the expenditure to £417. 18s. 1d,, leaving a 
present balance of £35, 16s. 64d.—On the motion of Mr. J. A 
mith, M.P., the report was agreed to.—Mr. Cowan, M.P., Mr.

WILLIAM WORDSWORTH. 


We last week gave an outline of the life of the great Poet who has 
passed away from us—after having attained, during his lifetime 
the highest reach of that which has been termed the “ last infirmity 
of noble minds.’ In saying this we must, however, remark that 
the fame of Wordsworth is anything but “ popular ;’’ it is hoarded 
by the ‘judicious ’’ with a jealous care; for he is understood and 
SEDreeveres by them alone. {Is Wordsworth, as a Classic, solitary in 
this? Certainly not; for Milton is received by nine hundred in a 
thousand as the greatest of English poets, precisely on the same 
terms! People are content for the most part, on the higher sub- 
jects of Art, to let others think for them. In a very eloquent 
notice of the Bard of Rydal by Mr, Stanyan Bigg we find the follow- 
ing, with which we wholly agree:—'* Many passages in Wordsworth’s 
writings might be cited as affording instances and examples of some 
of the deepest revelations of the soul of man that are to be met with 
in the whole range of English poetry. The mind of Wordsworth 
was pre-eminently subtle and penetrating. He looks with a large 
eye on the world of universal beauty, and goes behind all objects of 
all thought with silent, gliding, footstep, giving man to all nature, 
and all nature to man, and reproducing, with marvellous power and 
accurecy, the very thoughts, of which the mountain and the forest, 
the flower and the oak, and ajl the diverse objects that crowd into 
the finished landscape are the utterance and the expression, He 
bd that nature is not final; that beauty, wherever it is seen, is the 
patprigt of Divinity ; that the universe is the realization of the per- 
io d idea of God; and all his culture tended to this one object, 
Oo give him sprit into this idea, that so he might command its 
sorreratiys, which is nature. He asked himself perpetually, ‘ What 
Ef 1@ meaning which God symbolizes for me in these vind forms 
fate and moon, and forest, and mountain’?

PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 

Fig. 1. Carriage or Promenade Costume.—This dress 
is suited to a morning féte, or to any of those fashion- 
able outdoor entertainments which are of frequent oc- 
currence during the months of May and June. The 
robe is composed of bright lilac glacé, shaded with 
white; the skirt is exceedingly full, and has a front 
trimming composed of four pinked frills, two lying to 
the right and two to the left. These frills become 
gradually narrower as they ascend to the waist. The 
corsage is half-high at the back and shoulders, and it 
opens to a point in front ; it is edged with whatis termed 
a Fontange trimming, consisting of a bouillonnée with 
a pinked frill at each side; this trimming is rather 
broad at the back, and it becomes narrow as it ap- 
proaches the point in front of the waist. The sleeves 
are demi-long, and rather wide at the ends, where they 
are edged with two pinked frills; the under-sleeves 
are puffs of plain muslin, with a full trimming of narrow 
lace at the wrists. A chemisette of plain muslin, with 
a very small lace collar. Bonnet of tulle, embossed 
with ornaments of straw; on one side a pendent bouquet 
of smali flowers made of straw, bouquets of the same 
under the brim. Parasol of very light Pomona-green 
satin, figured with white. Pale straw-coloured kid 
gloves. ; 

Fig. 2, This dress, like No. 1, is suited to occa- 
sions for which a superior style of outdoor costume 1s 
required, The robe is of a beautiful light apple-green 
silk, figured with white. The skirt is unflounced, but 
ornamented up the front with a row of green and white 
fancy silk buttons. Bonnet of pink _crape, drawn in 
very full bouillonnées ; strings of pink satin ribbon, 
and on one side a drooping bouquet of small pink 
flowers. Corresponding bouquets in the inside trim- 
ming. Shawl of pink China crape, richly embroidered 
with white silk. 

Fig. 3, Walking Dress.—Robe of dark green figured 
silk, ornamented up the front with bows of the same. 
Mantelet of black silk, the skirt entirely covered by 
a flounce of broad black lace, This broad flounce is 
headed by a trimming formed of two rows of very 
narrow lace, plaited full, so as to form a sort of ruche, 
The armholes of the mantelet are edged with a fall of 
lace about half the width of the flounce, and this fall is 
headed with the plaiting of narrow lace just described. 
Bonnet. of Tuscan straw. The last row at the edge is 
quilled instead of being sewed on plain, and above it, 
on the outside, there is another row of straw quilled in 
the same manner.

This was a young man of moderate fortune, who came for 
his amusement to Vienna, where several persons soon pro- 
posed to him to present him at court. e naturally ac- 
cepted the offer. ‘The Empress noticed him, and he re- 
ceived an invitation to the next ball at the palace. Unac- 
quainted with the society, the young man sat down in a 
corner of the apartment to look at the dance, in which he 
took no active part. The Empress approached him, and 
asked him why he did not dance, pointing out to him a 
pretty maid of honour, ready to be engaged as his partner, 
He complied with the command, and conversed amiably 
with the young lady, when the Empress again came up, 
and said, ‘I see he is delighted with Miss M——. I am 
highly pleased it is so, I must assist his timidity, and 
propose for him. I shall be the bride’s mother, and in 
time his first child’s godmother,’ (Maria Theresa spoke 
to every body, even to her Minister, Prince Kaunitz, in the 
third person; a familiar way, but wholly unused now.) 
‘Lhe young Hungarian, taken by surprise, did not venture 
upon a contradiction, and accepted the Jady. The con- 
tract of marriage was signed in the imperial presence, and 
contained the condition that all the children of this union 
should be brought up as Catholics, The object which 
Maria Theresa partly attained by female adroitness, her 
son, the Emperor Josef, arta city frustrated in a great 
measure by the violence with which he attempted to 
overthrow the Hungarian constitution and to enforce on 
that country the German language.’

The committee deeply regretted the death of Sir Charles 
Forbes, who was amongst the first to appreciate and forward the 
objects of the charity, and who had left £500, free of duty, as a 
legacy to its funds. A subscription of 250 guineas from her Most 
Gracious Majesty, to constitute his Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales a life governor, was gratefully acknowledged; also the 
thanks of the society were given to the Duke of Cambridge for his 
warm advocacy of the claims of the charity at the last anniversary 
festival, when £2700 was subscribed to the asylum and building 
fund. ‘Che total income for the year from all sources had been 
£4700, while the expenditure was £4330, leaving a balance in 
favour of the society of £400. This report was read and adopted, 
and the meeting proceeded to the election of 16 patients from a list
